‘troops at Hanoi had determined to make an 


assault on the citadel of Hanoi on the Wednes- 
day following (the 26th ult), and painted in 
glowing colours the preparations which the 7,000 
Annamese and Chinese, with their cannon and 


mitrailleuses had niade to give the soldiers of the 


Republic a wara reception. We have im- 
mensely. enjoyed the correspondence, of this 
“special ;" although we had’ good reasons for 
believing that his repons were exaggerated and 
highly colored, Of course, ever;body knew that 
the Saigon Government had despatched a com- 
paratively large body of troops to Hanai, and it 
was publicly stated in Saigon that a demonstration 
against the Black Flag pirates had been resolved 
on, It has also been widely recognised that the 
ultimate aceupation of Tonquin by the French was 
merely a’ matter of time; but few people’-be- 
lieved that matters were quite ripe for the mask 
being thrown off. France bas her hands quite 
full at the present time in Europe and Tunis, 
without mixing herself up in farther trouble in 
the Far East. However, on hearing of the re. 
ported expedition to Hanoi, we deemed it our 
duty to place ourselves in communication with 
reliable authoritics in Saigon on the subject, and 
received assurances that the movement was 
merely a relief of the French Garrisons in the 
country, but that a demonstration against the 
Black Flag pirates was under consideration and 
likely to take place. If we are to believe recent 
information recciyed from Haiphong, the French 
have actually taken the bull by the horns, 
and occupied the citadel of Hanoi, , Our corre 
spondent is a reliable gentleman, whose good 
faith is beyond question; but under all circum- 


stances it will be wise, considering that rumour , 


is not always accurate, to accept his statements 
with some slight amount of reserve, , ; 

It would appear that on the 25th inst. the 
French commenced to, bombard the citadel of 
Hanoi. Whether they, in the first place, ine 
founed the Annamese that such was their inten- 
tion, or requested the natives to quietly give up 
the fortress is not stated ; but we shall take steps 
to satisfy ourselves on that point, as it is onc of 
much importance. ‘The firing commenced from 
two gunboats at 8 inthe morning, and the citadel 
capitulated at 10. Itis reported that 300 An- 
namese were cither killed or wounded, and that 
the, French losses amounted to 6 or 7 hurl, 
This is the‘usual style of modern warfare, when 
Christian nations mect inoffensive and un- 
enlightened barbarians, After this glorious 
victory, the gallant Frenchmen entered the 
citadel, and, according:'to our information, an- 
nexed the tidy little sum of one million dollars, 
the property.ofthe Annamese Goverament, which 
they found in the treasury. This was only the 
beginning of what seems one of the vilest plun- 
dering raids of modern times. On April 26th a 
party of men from the French gunboats forcibly 
took possession of the chicf Mandarin’s yamen 
at Haiphong, and looted the sum of 866,co0, 
The chivalrous warriors who sct out from Saigon 
to put down the Black Flag pirates, after ruth- 
lessly murdering hundreds ‘of inoffensive Ann- 
amese, thought it politic to vary the monotony 
of unresisting slaughter by 2 litth wholesale 
house-breaking and plundering, Small fishes 
are proverbially sweet, but it is surely de- 
grading for the gallant French nation to des- 
cend to contemptible expedients of this character. 
On the morning of the 28th, a gunboat left for 
Saigon with the news of the capture of Hanoi, 
and another for Hud to bring the French Minister 
to the scenc of action. We arc told that trade 
is brisk ; that the Chinese are doing ,well, and 
hoping to do betters and that the natives are abe 
solutely indiffercnt to the course.of events, 

Our “Special Correspondent” has received 
his orders to get ready, and will at onco take the 
“yar-path!" We do not like to’ say too much 
about this business, until we receive confirmation 
of the above report; but if our correspondent hag 
made no mistake, the French Republic has a 
deal to answer for, :
